Educational Sleep? 
Drowsiness Studied 


By DAN LOHWASSER 
DURHAM, N C. (UPI) - 
According 
to 
a 
National 
Driving Institute survey, the 
more education a person has 
the more likely he is to fall 
asleep at the wheel of an 
automobile. 
But 
Duke 
U niversity 
psychiatrist William Erwin, 
who conducted the survey, 
suggested one explanation 
for the results might be 
honesty —or a lack of it —in 
answering his questions. 
He 
recently 
spent 
two 


months polling 1,500 drivers 
at highway patrol licensing 
stations in North Carolina. 
A scant 3.2 per cent of 
drivers with grade school 
educations adm itted they 
sometime becam e drowsy 
driving — but 84.9 per cent of 
those w ith p o stg rad u ate 
degrees said they had ex­ 
perienced drowsiness behind 
the wheel. 
According to 
“ Accident 
F acts,” published by the 
National Safety Council, 15 
to 30 per cent of fatalities on

Erwin offered a number of 
theories, although he said 
the survey ra ise d m ore 
questions than it answered. 
“The less educated you 
are, the less honest you are 
in responding to questions, 
he offered in an interview as 
one possible reason. 
Another theory 
is 
that 
driving is more of a routine 
task 
for highly 
educated 
persons, making them more 
susceptible to boredom. 
In the 20-to 29-year-old age 
group, 70 per cent of those 
polled said they sometime 
experienced 
drow siness 
while 35 per cent in the 60-to 
69-year-old age group ad­ 
mitted becoming sleepy. 
These statistics cam e as 
no surprise, 
said 
Erwin. 
“ Older 
people 
have 
a 
greater capacity to perform 
a low level boring task.’ 
Younger people, he said, 
also tend to use their cars 
more often, particularly in 
the early morning hours

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Recent revelations that the 
Central Intelligence Agency 
had engaged in secret spying 
left many citizens angry and 
appalled. 
T ypical 
of the outcry 
ag ain st so-called “ covert 
operations” was that raised 
by the Committee for Overt 
Espionage. 
Appearing on a television 
talk 
show, 
G. 
Gordon 
B a re sp o o k , 
e x e c u tiv e 
director of COE, demanded 
that the CIA confine itself to 
public spying. 
“ It’s not the spying we 
object to,” he explained. 
“ It’s the subterfuge. 
“ I t’s deg rad in g for a 
country as open and above 
board as the United States to 
have clandestine spies. If we 
can’t bring our spies in from 
the cold, let us at least bring 
them out from under cover.” 
Im pressed by Barespook’s 
argum ent, I called him up 
and asked how he would go 
about im plem enting the 
“open spies” policy. 
“The first step would be to 
have our spies turn in their 
cloak and daggers and issue 
them nam e tags instead,” he 
replied. 
The tags, sim ilar to those 
seen around hotel lobbies 
when there’s a convention in 
town, would be pinned to the 


spies’ lapels. 
They would bear the in­ 
scription “ Hi. I’m (nam e of 
spy) of the CIA.” 
“ Once the spies are no 
longer incognito, the rest of 
the overt espionage network 
will autom atically fall into 
place,” he said. 
I 
asked 
B arespook 
w hether 
having 
spies 
identify them selves might 
m ake it m ore difficult for the 
CIA to obtain classified 
inform ation 
in 
foreign 
countries. 
“To the contrary,” he an­ 
swered. “Being infiltrated 
by 
our 
se c re t 
ag en ts 
requires other countries to 
m ain tain 
e la b o ra te 
and 
costly 
counter-espionage 
m achinery. 
“ Elim inating the surrepti­ 
tious aspects of spying will 
spare them that expense and 
enable 
them 
to use 
the 
money for m ore constructive 
purposes. 
“ We at COE believe other 
countries will appreciate the 
abolition of huggerm uggery 
so much they will voluntarily 
turn over the data our spies 
are seeking.” 
He went on to say that 
COE is advocating an in­ 
te rn a tio n a l “ open spies 
a g re e m e n t under 
which 
intelligence agents entering 
another country would stop 
at the border and register. 


After stating the nature of 
th eir 
m issions 
— 
p h o to s ta tin g 
m is s ile 
blueprints, subverting the 
government or whatever — 
they would be issued 30-day 
spying perm its. 
I felt greatly reassured by 
the pragm atic recognition of 
reality 
in 
B arespook’s 
proposals. Prior to our talk, I 
was beginning to get the 
impression that the CIA’s 
c ritic s 
w ere 
hopelessly 
idealistic.

Biesdorf said an extra five 
miles worth of gas spent 
looking for a little mom-and- 
pop motel can save a family

He said they tend to wear

around for a good buy. He 
replaces it earlier, with a

health and life insurance, 
ask what happens if you 
leave the group or retire. 
Talk with your insurance 
agent, get him to tell you 
what to expect.
